Ev ery Sat­ 
urda y there co nv erge in stadiu ms thro u gho u t 
the co u ntry mu ltitu des o f spectato rs, so metimes 
100,000 in o ne place. Mo st o f them driv e, ap­ 
pro aching their destinatio n o n the same ro ads 
a t the same time. Su ch co nditio ns breed acci­ 
dents, and if the accident peril is imminent be­ 
fo re the game it is do u bly so afterward. Then 
the tho u sands o f au to mo biles cho ke ev ery radiat­ 
ing highway , all in a hu rry to get away and get 
ho me. The reactio n setting in after the ex cite­ 
ment o f the game redu ces driv ing alertness. Add 
to all this the likeliho o d that many driv ers are 
under the influ ence o f alco ho l and the situ atio n 
is distinctly menacing. 
These are o ccasio ns fo r great care in driv ing. 
Usu ally the ro ads leading fro m the stadiu ms are 


lined with po lice, sta tio ned to get y o u there a nd 
a wa y a s quickly a nd sa fely a s po ssible. Co -o per­ 
a te with them, lest wha t sta rts a s fun end in 
tra gedy . 


LONG FORCES STILL IN THE SADDLE 
At the death o f Hu ey Lo ng, po litical dictato r 
o f Lo u isiana, specu latio n was rife as to the fu ­ 
tu re o f the well o iled po litical machine th at he 
had created. Wo u ld it pass into o bliv io n with the 
death o f its leader o r wo u ld his henchmen carry 
o n fro m where he left o ff, with a new “stro ng 
m an” stepping in to fill the sho es o f the fallen 
kingfish? 
This qu estio n is still to be definitely answered, 
bu t the trend o f the situ atio n has been demo n­ 
strated with the incident o f the trial o f a po ­

ev asio n. He was speedily acqu itted and the rio t- I 
o u s and diso rderly demo nstratio n that was staged 
after the trial clearly demo nstrated that the 
henchmen o f the fo rmer dictato r are still clo sely 
allied and a fo rce with which to be recko ned. 
Despite the effo rts o f co u rt bailiffs, after the 
ju dge had left the bench, the federal co u rtro o m 
was the scene o f an u nwarranted ju bilatio n and 
ro u gh ho u se. The news pho to graphers were the 
o bject o f the wrath o f the fo rmer bo dy gu ards and 
henchmen o f Lo ng, and they were po u nced u po n 
and their cameras smashed. The scene was rem­ 
iniscent o f many incidents du ring Lo ng’s reign. 
The atto rney fo r the defendant made the 
statement that inco me tax pro secu tio n in Lo u isi­ 
ana had dev elo ped into po litical persecu tio n. 
While there may be so me element o f po litics in 
su ch inv estigatio ns in Lo u isiana, it do esn’t seem 
feasible that respo nsible federal agents wo u ld 
serv e indictments after grand ju ry inv estigatio ns 
u nless there was so me su bstantial gro u nds o n 
which to base their charges. 
Of co u rse, it might be po ssible that the de­ 
fendant was inno cent bu t the demo nstratio n o v er 
the acqu ittal smacks o f co llu sio n and po litical 
manipu lating. It is ev ident that the Lo ng m a­ 
chine is still activ e and po werfu l, and that there 
is definite need o f a po litical clean-u p in Lo u isi­ 
ana.
